Famous Prince GIOLO, &c. 


His famous Prince that has been ſo often ſeen by the 

curious with a great deal of admiration, though they 

could behold nothing but his outſide ; ſo taking 

was the rarity and niceneſs of the hgures printed on 

his body : Burt it troubled ſome of the more ſenfible that for 
want of an interpreter none could conſider him within, both 
as to know from his own mouth the fortunes he had run 
through, and what his ſentiments were of his preſent conditi- 
on from whence they might make a probable Gueſs, whether 
he were really a Man of that Birth, which thoſe that were 
new proprietors of his perſon gave out, or elſe ſome mea- 
ner ſlave, who gain'd the Reputation of a Prince in his eaſy 
Captivity for his maſters adyantage: Some few weeks ſince 
a Dutch Merchant that had reſided ſometime at the Dutch 
factory, in the Iſle of Celebes, which is the next Iſland to the 
Weſt of Glolo, the place of the Nativity of this Prince, 
happen'd to go with ſome other friends, and acquaintance of 
his to ſee him, and had the good fortune to have a perfecti- 
on in the language of the Celebeans, which the Prince alſo 
underſtood, having been Captive there ſome years before he 
was Tranſported for England : This accident was not a little 
ſatisfaCtion to a Gentleman of my acquaintance, who was 
by chance to ſee him at the ſame time, and therefore it be- 
ing toward evening, and the laſt time he ſhould be ſhown that 
night, my friend profer*d the Dutch Merchant, his friends 
and thoſe that ſhowed the Prince, a Collation, that they 
might make ſome enquiry into the truth of his ſtory ; which 
Motion,

motion being accepted by all parties the reſt of the Spea- 
tors being now gone, and having a Room to themſelves, they 
procceded to ask him ſome queſtions: So ſoon as the Prirce 
, perceiv'd one that he could underſtand, he ſeem'd a little ſa- 

tisſy'd for a while, but then preſently ſomething Melancho- 
ly, and ſighed very much 3 which the Dutch Merchant en- 
quiring into; He returned him this anſwer : © I was I coufeſs 
& ſomething picas'd after ſo long a Confnement of my mind, 
© as well as perſon, to meet with one that underſtood me; 
*© but when I thought to -unboſome my thoughts and griets to 
* you, Iiciiaftcd it was but a fruitleſs happineſs to difcover 
** that to o1:e that had not the will to hear me for any thing, 
** but the Satisfaction of his own Curioſity, without any deſire 
© for my redreſs: Which ſtopt the Current of what 1 had 
© to ſay, and added ta my former griefs, that though I had 
© row found one that underſtood me, yet I could not to 
**© any Purpoſe diſcover my ſecret ſorrows to him with any 
<& hopes of Relief, and for a wiſe man to do an uvproſitable 
* action, levels him to the Capacity of Women that little 
* conſider the conſequence of their Words or Acticas. 

As ſoon as he had ſaid this he held his Tongue, and iie{1- 
cd ſeveral times, with a great deal of Ardour ; and bctu;c 
the Merchant had interpreted this to the company he intcr- 
rupted him, ard ask'd what part of his World he bad bcen 
in, that he ſpoke the language of his Enemies the Cc/e5cms, 
and how long he had been from thence ? He anſwered Lim, 
year five years. Ah then return'd the Prince, you cart tell 
me any thing of my unhappy Princeſs of 1omircc, ror how 
the bears the loſs of her wretched Grolv ? The Dutch Mer 
chant having not that tender ſympathy. for the misfortunes 
af a lover, as this diſcover*d the Prince to be, had much adoto 
forbear laughing aloud, but fearing that might kinder him 
irom what he defir?d, he check'd his unreaſonable mirth, 
and told him he had never been at 7ommec, having rcſided all 
his time in Gzoa# on the Weſt-ſide of the liland; whereas 
1 ominec was on the Eaſt, which is now call'd 5:07 fince the King 
of that part was a Chriſtian; but was ſorry he could nt give 
him ſome information about that he ask'd. As ſoon as hc had 
ciyen the Company an account of this, my friend defir'd him 
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to afſure him he would take care to ſend to the Dutch Fatory 
on that Iſland, to make an enquiry about it to his ſatisfaRion, 
on condition he would gratity the Company by him, wit: 
the Relation of his Birth, and Fortunes, and the Religion, 
and Manners of his Native Country. 

Though it be no comfort to me to refreſh my Memory with 
the thoughts of what I was (reply'd the Prince) which f ought __._. | 
rather for my own ſatisfaQtion to endeavour ti forget in my .. ”—_ _ 
preſent Circumſtances, yet in hopes of ſo great a reward as ,, wanna 
to hear from my Adorable Princeſs, I will make all my wounds der the Equi- 
bleed afreſh, nay and my heart too, if that would ſatisfy nodlial Line .n 
YOu.

The Place of my Nativity, you mvſt know then, was pes phe i 0 
Myangis a City in the Noble Iſland of * G:{utv; King of which, 1r's Cnthing 
was my Father: I had but one Brother, nam'd 1or2ball,, of the Form v! 
who (by being ill ) eſcap'd the Misfortune that tefel my Anchor, &

which are Gilolo, Cums, Atongo, 1Moangis. To Weft it has the Famous Iſland of BOX NEG, 
which is remarkable for being govern d by a Queen, and not a King ;, who has the hberty 
of what Men ſhe pleaſes, and the Children are diſtinguiſhed by the Name of the Mother, 
not the Father, becauſe they would be ſure to have a True Heir to the Crown, which 
cannot fail by this Meaſure. Between this Iſland of Borzes ( which is the biggelt in the 
World, ſome affirming that 'tis three months Sail about) and Glo, lies t'e Iſland of 
Celebes, near five times as big as Gzlolo, and governed by (everal Kings. Gilolo is ſaid 
to be half as big as /t«ly, and has to the North the Ile of Afindanao, to the South 
Ceram, to the Eaft betwixt it and New Guines, lies the Land of Papeus, 


This lile of Gill», call'd alſo Batacina and Aloarcr;, from 
the three Kingdoms which it formerly contain'd, till my Fa- 
thers Predeceſſors ſubdu'd that of Moargis, and joyr'd it to 
Gs/olo. It is of large extent, being much bigger than Zerloz : 
lt abounds with a delicious Food calld Rice, and Wild Hens; 
and on the Sea-coaſts we find a ſort of Shelli-fiſh,which in taſt 
much reſembles your Engliſh Mutton. We have a Tree too of 
great uſe and beauty, which affords us Bread and Drink. for 
of the pith we make our Bread, and of the juice we make a 
molt delicious Liquor, much beyond any 1 have taſted lince my 
loſs of my own Country ; the Name of this Tree is $:g4- Our 
People are tall and proportionable, at leaſt in our eyes; our 
Women are the moſt beautiful in the world, except the __ 
| cels 
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ceſs of Tominec, the Miſtreſs of my Soul. You Chriſtians 
have a Faftory in the Town of Batchame, with a Fort to de- 
fend it- 

As for the Religion we profeſs, *tis of late years ſomething 
vary'd from what it was of old, when our progenitors a- 
dor*d many Gods ; but now we have receiv'd a new Prophet, 
that brought us to the Knowledge of one God, which in- 
deed, tho an innovation in our Belief and Cuſtom, bore ſo 
much of Re2ſon, that it eaſily gain'd admittance with the 
vifcr fort; for domeltick experience gave us ſome know- 
leize how Inconvenient it would be in Heaven to have many 
commanders) ſince our own lile had ſuffer'd ſo much under 
Civil divifions by having more than one (and at that time it 
had a great many) from this 'new Prophet we have this Tra- 
dition of the Creation of the World (which we knew no- 
thing, of before) that God proceeding from himſelf, for his 
cwn ſatisfaction and Glory, Created certain Spirits calld 
Angels, in number thirty three; their names were, 1 Bhamun, 
2 Xudibeheſt, 3 Shehercver, 4 Agfendemud, 5 Rhozdaad, 6 Pur: 
daad, 7 Depaader, 83 Azer, 9 Abaau, 10 Thoxthead, 11 Mah, 
12 Fire, 13 Goſh, 14 Depmeher, 15 Wehur, 16 Ruluij, 
17 Shozoth 02 Gabuel, 13 Sonaurdien, 19 Plyraad, 20 Baam, 
21 Gotjadd, 22 Deapdein, 23 Dein, 24 Arſhaſung, 25 Aultaad, 
26 Aſmaan, 27 Zempyaad, 28 MWeherusfund, 29 Ahueraan, 
30 Uumudſittur, 31 Homazed, 32 Berzeezed, 33 Raagduſt. To 
each of theſe Angels we aſſign an office ; the firſt and greateſt 
being Bhamun, to him is delivered the charge of all living 
Creatures, man excepted : The next to him in eſteem is XEu- 
dibehclt, who has the charge of fire ; to the ithird, all ſorts 
of Metals are Committed ; the fourth has the charge of the 
carth, and ground ; the fifth is Lord of all the Watry World 
both ſweet, and ſalt, Rivers Fountains, and Sea; the fixth is 
the preſeryer of Trees. 

Man, and the charge of all mankind, God has reſery*d for 
himſelf : The ſeventh is a ſervant to God, the 8th is an aſ- 
ſiſtant of Zudibrcheſts, the 9th is aſſiſtant to Chordaad z 
the 10th has charge of the Sun, as the 1 1th has of the Moon ; 
the 12th is companion to Chordaad, the 1 3th is ſervant to 
Bhamun, the 14th is an Attendant on God, the 15th _— 
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htir has the charge to ſtand on a great bridge call'd Chawood 
Pulſeraunt, over which the ſouls of all that dye are to paſs, 
buc when they came there this Angel ſtops them, and calls 
thera to an account for the Tranſattions of their lives, and 
with a pair of ſcales in hts hand weighs their good deeds a- 
eainſt their bad ; if the good out-weigh the bad one hair of 
of the Eye lid, he ſends them to Heaven, for *tis hard that a 
man ſaauld be condemn'd to puniſhment, who in his life has 
done more good than harm ; but if their evil deeds be more 
ponclerous, he ſends them to Hell. 
The Rewards for their good Actions are divided into fe- 
yen Giltinct Manſions of Heav*n, and the Torments of Hell 
bave the ſame number of diviſions; ; this Angel has the aſ- 
hltance of the 16th by name Ruſuii, to whoſe charge the 
ſcalcs are deliver'd, and Wehur fits as Judge of the weight. 
Gabuel the 17th has Commitlion to over-ſee the whole World, 
and the Actions thereof; to take a peculiar care of what God 
has created, and to preſerve them from the devil; the 18th 
is an aſſiltant ro Cherdaad, 19th aſſiſtant to Xudibeheſt, the 
20th an obedient ſervant to Bhamun, the 21ſt ſervant to 
Khozdaad, 224d ſervant to God Almighty, 23d ſervant to Al: 
fentemud, 24th Lord of Knowledge, and ſervant to Agfen- 
daamud, whoſe buſineſs *tis to proyide for the neceſlities of 
the living Creatures of Gods infinite Srore-houſe, which is com- 
mitted to his charge ; the 25th is an aſliſtant to Purdaad, the 
26th to Sheherever, 27th ro Murdaad, the 28ch ſervant to 
Agftndaamud, the 29th ſervant to Sheherever ; the 3oth 
Uamuſittut, is Lord of the ſeven Hells, and appoints puniſh- 
ments proportionable to their fins, and rebukes the fury, and 
envy of the devil, who would otherwiſe Tyrannize over 
inful Souls beyond their appointed Torments; the 31ſt is 
Lord of the Sea, being companriion of Khozdaad, the 324 is 
ſervant to the former ; the. 33d is ſervant to Gabuel. 
After God had created the Apgels, be employ*d them in the 
Creation of the Heavens, - which were finiſhed in forty - five 
Dayes: After, which,s'terrible Darkneſs appear*d 96000 *Fur- « ach Far. 
longs diſtant, from Gad.3z which when. he perceived, he confi- long is Three 
dered with bimſelf, that fome-Enemy of his was produc?d, and Miles.

The Divel was produc'd from himſelf, and in imitation of 
God, created Argels, or Evil Spirits; whoſe Names are 
1 Eojuſta-gonahmino-ninedate ſervant to the Devil, 2 Hſhinogh, 
3 Kendozkha, 4 TDiiria Atkomau: Theſe four Devils have com- 
mand to make Wars, Diſtractions, Confuſions, ard Enmitics 
inthe World. The 5 Durca-zimſtacn-ſeezud, 6 Agbaackcl;ees, 
7 Asfonegacr :; Theſe three Devils have charge of cold Wins, 
Snow, Rain, and have order to dcftroy all that God has on the 


- Earth. The 8 BSoolyath:tcreth, 9 Dkadrooge, 10 Ugkaancth;: 


drooge, 11 Aaſcencthdrooge : Theſe four Devils arc o1dcred 
to deltroy Metrals, and to eat them up with Ruſt, which God 
hath created. 12 ©oſola, 13 Goaud, 14 Dogfravum : Theſe 
are charg*d to atterd Schools, where Children are brought 
up, to prevent them, and entice them from learning good 1.it- 
terature, and ſednce them to all Evil Wayes. 15 Qazcmn, 
16 Taazccthden, 19 Zaazeethden : Theſe have order to iituſe 
unlawful Luſts and Delires, and covetous longirgs after v har 
is not our own; to tempt men to ſin by Uncleanneſs, Rpine, 
Murder, &c.- 18'Toloos, 19 Peliarii> 20 Turdoom-Uaour, 
21 Fraage-Gurniad ; Theſe Devils have order to deſtroy tie 
Fyuir of the Trees, Earth, and all that tends to the Nouriſh- 
ment of Man. 22 Þrſhun, whoſe charge is when men dye, to 
take their Souls out of their Bodies : He has twenty hands, 
and is very Terrible; his Title is click Almud, The X:::g 

of Death, | 
The Devil having prepar*d this Army, "twas time for God 
to look about him: Whereas 1 have ſaid, he ſent the four 
Angels'to Fight him; who after a ſharp Battle took the grcat 
Dewil Atemau priſoner, and brought him to Heaven, ſrom 
whence he broke priſon, and run away. Upon which another 
ſharp War enſued, whercin the Dev:4 was brought to terms 
of extremity. He deſired.Quarter, and yeilded himſelf up to 
the Mercy of the Conqueror. Upon which God conſidered 
with himſelf, That! if he ſhould: utrerty Leſtroy-the Dewil, and 
all bis generation, his own Glory and Mercy would not ſo evi- 
dently appear, as it would'if he' ſuffered the Devils darkneſs 
and cruelty te- have a being ; elſe that there could be- no-di- 
- ſtinftion 
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ſtinition between Good and Bad, Vice and Vertue. On theſe 
conſiderations God did not ntterly deſtroy the Devil, but ſuf- 
fered him to have a being in the world, on this Account, 
That whatſoever Good ſhould fall out, or be done in the 
world, ſhould be attributed to God ;, ard whatſoever Evil, 

ſhovld be charged on the Dev-/. 4 68 
Then, as for the time of the continuance of the World, and 
the Dev:/, we hold, that it was ordered by God, the World 
from the firſt Creation, ſhould continue twelve thouſand Years ; 
three tnouſund then being expired at the Corquelt of the Dev! 
and his A7:1s; the remaining nine thouſand Years, God di- 
vided into three parts, and holding up three of his Fingers, 
ordered the Devil to chooſe which he would. The meaning 
was, what time he would chooſe to cxercile his cruelty in a- 
o2inlt Mankind. The Devil, after a ſeeming pauſe, choſe 
tic middle finger of the Three, and conſcquently the midCle 
time. Wherefore, by the fatal neceſlity of this Cecree, all 
humane affairs are ſubje@ to inconſtancy; nor can there be 
any (ertled (tate of things for any long duration. In the firſt 
time, Jultice, Moderation, Temperance and Piety toGod aud 
man ilourilſied, when the world enjoyed Peace amt Tranqui- 
lity. From which, by the temptation of the Dev, 'through 
Falſe, Peace and Pride, falling and rebelling againſt God, the 
D-vil is permitted to infeCt and diſturb the world with V ices, 
contrary to thoſe former Vertuesz as Injuſtice, Violence, Prute, 
Luſt, and Avarice : And all manner of Impicties, both xo God 
and Man, ſwell to the greateſt exorbirtancies; and conſequent- 
ly the effets thereof, Wars, Diſtrattions, and the other 
ſcourges of God, as Famine, Peſtilence, and Deſolation: Which 
God, out of his infinite mercy and pity-to Mankind, and the 
World, will not ſofter to rage far ever ; but bridies the fury 
and malicious envy of the £-vil, and interpoſes a breathing 
time of happineſs and tranquility- Of the cwelve rhoufand 
Years firlt decreed for tie duration of the World, nine hbuo: 
dred {ixty-two remain, when we expect a day of Judgement of 
all Mankind, and the diſſolution of the World. And thea as 
foon as all the dead'ſhall have riſen, and received their doom, 
the Righteous ſhall immediately enjoy the Heavenly Viſion of 
God, and be placed in glorious manſtons, proportionable to 
B 2 their 
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their good deeds and merits on earth; and the Wicked having 
in their ſouls received condign puniſhment for their Sins, in | 
thoſe ſeveral torments which were appointed them by the 
Angels Wehur, and Ulumudſittur, ſhall at the day of Judge- 
ment alſo riſe, and their ſins, by the infinite mercy of God, be 
pardoned, and themſelves be admitted into certain outward 
manſions, where they ſkall at a diſtance, be bleſſed with the 
Heavenly Viſion; only they ſhall be diſtinguiſhed from the 
Juſt, by certain Spots, which ſhall be mark*r in their Foreheads. 
At the day of Judgement, the D-w! and all his Angels, ſhall 
be Judged, and their Kingdom utterly deſtroyed. 

The World was created in this order : I he Heavens in forty 
hve dayes; The Water in ſixty; The Earth in ſeventy five; 
The Trees in thirty; The Creatures in eighty ; Man in fe- 
venty five dayes. Paratend was the Name of our Prophet, 
from whoſe death we begin our era, which is now 1c52, 
Years. 

We Believe alſo, That to do any Injury to another, is a 
hainous crime, and not to be pardoned without 5» equizolert 
Reparation; That logratitude out- weighs at 7: era, al- 
moſt alt anes good Works; eſpecially if we preſevere in it 
£ill our death. We Believe a private fin againlt another more 
Hainous than a publick one; And that he that betrayes under 
the name of a Friend, is certainly damn'd to the lowelt of 
the ſeven Hells I have mentioned. For our duty to God, we 
are not oblig*d to many Prayers; only that we make al} our 
Actions ſuch : Fine words are not likely to prevail with God, 
when the aftions contradict his pleaſure, Praiſes we are bound 
to thrice every day, for the benefits of preſervation, The 
paſt night for Food, and Preſervation the paſt day. Prieſts 
we have but three in the Iſland, one to each Kingdom ; who 
is employ'd continually in Praiſing the God of Heaven and 
Earth , without any regard to the goods of this Life, and 
when any publick benefit accrues to the whole Kingdom, then 
this Miniſter appears in a pompous and ſolemn manner, and 
returns (in the preſence of the chief of the Nation) Thanks 
as publick as the fayour Receiv'd. As for other occaſions, we 
are every one his own Prieſt: And our Parents are obliged 


under pain of death, to inſtruct us in the Law. of our Prophet; 
« ſo 
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ſo that when we appear before the Judges of the Country, 
we may be able to give a full account of all its parts. We 
are of Opinion, that as Ingratitude weighs heavier than an 
abundance of good Works; ſo Generolity, and the doing 
good to thoſe in diſtreſs, will countervail all the ill Actions 
of our Life, provided they be not injurious to our Neigh- 
bours, in wronging them 1n their Eſtates, Poſſeſſions, and 
Reputations. ?Tis an ollence againſt our Laws, alſo (for 
the ſame are the Laws of our Religion as of our State) for 
any Parent for any intereſt whatever to force the Inclinati- 
ons of their Children; that ſo as they have no other bond 
but Love, the Husbands and Wives miyhe continue together 
during their Life with Pleaſure and Content, and beget 
Children that ſhould inherit the Virtues and Beauties of 
their Parents, who are led to Generation by the DiCtares of 
Love, nor Duty. Diilimulation in Love is accounted an vn- 
pardionable fault, and which by our Laws is Puniſhable 
when diſcovered, which after poſſeſſion cannot well be hid. 
Parents are obliged to give SarisfaCtion for all the Crimes 
their Children commit till they die; becauſe if they gave 
them a ſevere and virtvous Education, they would not be ſub- 
jet to ſuch exrravagances; and Maſters that are cruel to 
their Servants, are obl;ged to be publick Slaves for a propor- 
tionable time, til] they are better inſtructed in the chances 
of Human Life. Servants that are refractory and diſobedi» 
ent, are put to death, as arc all Rebels without any Tryal ; 
every Man being free to deſtroy ſuch diſturbers of the Pub- 
lick Peace. | 

Thus Sir, I have given you an account of the State, and my 
Birth and Place of Nativity, and wiſh you cou'd diſpenſe 
with a more particular account of my Life, becauſe it will 
ſet before my eyes the remembrance of what | have been, 
and render my preſent Captivity the more inſupportable. 
The Merchant gave the Company a particular account of 
all the Prince had ſaid, which my Friend took in Short-hand, 
and then begged him-to preſs Giolo to give them an: account 
of his Life and adventures, ſince by tis unwillingneſs to re- 
late them, made them ſuppoſe contain'd ſomething extraor- 
dinary and ſarprizing. The Dutch-man, tho? not ſo defirons 
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of hearing any more as.the reſt, was yet prevailed ypon to ſoli- 
cite the common ſatisfaQtion, which with ſome importunities 
he obtained. And thus the Prince begun, 

I have already informed yon, that the Iſle of Gllo 1s di- 
vided into three parts, which were once three diſtin Kiog- 
doms, and thet my Fathers Predecellors had ſubdued one of 
the other two; in the third, that is called Bzrachira, Urrg- 
had, -an Old Warlike Prince, that had loſt all his fourteen Sors 
in the Wars ard incurſions that hat been wade into his 
Country by the Rings of CUepatz, wi wad formerly great 
part of that Ringdom in their Poffill:;2ns ; but {py ole Prowels 
of this Prince were Criven ove, and iter Many aticmpts LO 
recover tncir footing there, finding it to no purpoic, gave it 
over ; tho? in thoſe long Wars he had loft his Sons, yet he 
had two Daughters, onewvery Beautiful, whom in the begin- 
ning of his reſolution of caſting off the Forreign Yoak, was 
Married to my Father, to joyn him to his intereits, whoſc 
power was ſufficient to obſtruct all his defircs of freedom : 
She bcre my ſelf, and another Brother, that 1 hope lives {tiil 
to keep up the Honour of our Kingdom, and ove Daughter 
Beautiful as her ſelf had been, bur not ſo ſweet ard candid 
a humour, being too much a lover of her ſelf, ard revengeſu], 
not ealtly forgetting what ſhe thought an injury done to her 
Father and my ſelf, as the ſequel of my Story will make 
evident. By "that time we were grown vp to Men and Wo: 
mens eſtate, the King of Br4c,-.:, our Grandfather by wy 
Mother, had loſt all his Sons in the Wars I have mentioned, 
who had left no Iſſue among them a!l hut one Daughter ; 
ſo that in all-probaÞility that Kingdom would fall to my 
- Father in the Tight of his Wife, upon the Death . of his 
Father1n-Law Glo (for thar was his Name,. and for his 
ſake, had it conferr*d upon me) who was now very Old; ' agd 
his other Daughter Cicd for crict of the loſs of ſo many of 
her Brothers, whom {2 tenderly loved, Bnt the Old Kin 
finding he had no He Vale tq ſucceed him (and uawilling 
to have his Family and Name bury in another that was a 
Stranger,.' only by the Marriage of his Daughter, which 
Match he had mot confented to, had'it rot then becy neceila- 
r3. for his Inteteſt fo to'haye done)" -reſolved to Marry a- 
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gain, to ſee if he could get a Son of his own in his Old 
Age to inherit his Name, and that Kingdom he had re- 
deemed by the loſs of fo much of. his own and Childrens 
Blood from the hands of inſulting Forreigners. He Mar- 
rigs thereſore a young Beautitul Lady of butza mean exrrattion) 
ſor the Bed of a Prince ; by her had none but Girls, 
and thoſe of a very ſhort Lite: Lherefore finding Fate 
had ſo Ordained it, tnat my Father ſhouid infallibly ſuc- 
ceed him in his Crown (nis Grand danghter, and all being 
now dcad) he ſet to hive kim remove to his City of re- 
ſidence, calied 54/4c9:1z, as the wiole Kingdom was, that 
he might in his Liie-time make him acquainted with, and 
calie to the People.

ken ill, aud obliged by that ro-ſtay behind ; -thcrefore iy 
Siſter and | were to accompany my Father and Mother by 
Sea in a ſmall Veitel, in which being invited by the calmnets 
of the Wcather, he was refoJved to coalt along the ſhore to 
Bapachi:a, ſecureof any danger in the midft -of ſo. great an 
2tcendauce as went ajong with lym in ſeveral other ſmall 
Boats, Burt aiter the {itt dayes Journey, when it grew to- 
wards Nig, iy Fathor commanded tle Maſter of the 
Vellel to ſteer farther out to Sea, and fo cut off a great 
nook ti1zt bent in ieveral Miles into the Land ; and fo before 
it wes very late hoped to reach the Cape where hc intended 
to-g0 gjhhare, and paſs ſome days till he had diſpatched ſome 
Mellengers betore to the Court of G:o/o, to inform him of 
his coming ; and -if the Weather altered , ' deſigned to go 
from thence by Land. Burt ſo ir was, that the Hcavens had 
decreed my misfortune ; ard in that my Fathers, Mothers, 
tho? nat my Siſters. Night came farther on than the King my 
Father \umnagined.; and that witich: hapned, was the riling of 
the Clouds,  and* with'them a Wind and Storm,' which bore 
our Veſfcls out to Sea farther than we defired, and by the' 
ncxt Morning, after, with a great deal of pains and difficulty, 
we had kept the Royal Veſlel above Water all Night, we 

, found 
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fonnd our. ſelves far from any ſhoar, and out of ſight of 
any Laid, all alone without any Boat near us to bring ys 
any relief, if we ſhould be attacqued by any Pyrate, which 
happened ſoon after we began ro fear it; for thoſe of the 
Iſle of Celebes being great Pyrates, happened to have a Veſ- 
ſel of theirs come in fight of us, by the firſt approach of 
day, whether driven that way by the force of the Storm, 
or by their own uncertain rowings 1n {cart of Prize, | know 
not; but in ſhort, made up to us, aid toon took us, and 
with us faild home to 1omirec, of which City they were. 
And being come thither, by the ornaments of our Fleſh they 
perceived we were of the Royal Family, and therefore pre- 
ſented us to the King, who being a haughty proud Man, had 
no regard to our Birth and Quality, but delpiſing us in our 
preſent misfortune, uſed us Jike Slaves ; but he had caſt 
an Eye of rezard on my Siſter, whoſe Beauty indeed was 
extraordinary, and daily: ſolicited her to yield to his embra- 
ces, which wich fome' h:itcle opportunities ſhe yielded to, 
ard was delivered from the troubles of a Captivity to live 
a Queen, as ſhe was born a Princeſs. But now, neither Na- 
ture nor Honour made her remember her Parents- or Bro- 
ther, preferrirg a little pet ſhe had taken againſt us, to all 
the dutics of a Child and Siſter; (ne ratiier contributed ro 
our Miſery» than ſought us any relief, which ſoon broke the 
heart of her Father and Mother, to whom | took care with 
my own hands to give a Decent, tho' not Royal Burial:

The whole liland is Governed by many Kings, and with as 
many Gods; Which. is the cauſe of much Contention, and 
many Quarrels. The People of the Kingdom of . Tominec 
have very little notion of a Deity, ſo that you will knd no 
tract of Religion 2mong them, Sacrifices and Prayers they 
know not. They ſay the Earth is their Indulgent Mother, 
who furniſhes them with all things neceſſary for Life, yetthey 
27e not contented with that, but ſeek the increaſe of their 
Wealth, as Slaves by Piracy. If any one diſcourſe to them 
about 3 God and the Myſteries of Religion ; they anſwer, as 
if they thought it a Jeſt, Friend thu art very eloquent and ſub- 
iile, I with I could talk as well as thee : Nay, they ſay ſome- 
times, that if they ſhould be perſwaded by ſuch Diſcourſes, 
their Neighbours would laugh at them ; yet for all this, they 
have a Natural ſentiment of fome Divinity or Superior Power 
that hath its refidence in Heaven, which they ſay. is content 
to enjoy quietly the delights of his own Felicity, without being 
offended at the ill aftions of Men, and is endued with ſo 
great goodne(s, as not to take any Revenge even of his Ene- 
mies, which makes them reader Heaven neither Honour. nor 
Adoration ; interpreting its literality, and long ſufferings as an 
eficct of its weakneſs or indifference towards Mankind ; be- 
lieving, that there area number of good and eyil Spirics ; the 
good being their Gods, and. every one imagines, that he bas 
one deſigned for his condu@t, yet will not acknowledge them 
the Creators, of the World; and when I have told them, 
that I adore that God which made Heaven and Earth, and 
cauſeth the, Earth tq-bring forth Fruits. and Herbs for our 
Nouriſhament, and binds the Divel from doing us. too much 
harm; they will oply laugh at me for my pains. When they 
recover from any Diſeaſe, they ſet a little Table, and upon 
one.end of it their Offerings, but without the leaſt Adora- 
tions .or Prayers;; yet ſometimes they invocate their Gods ; 
but. by: proxy, that is by their Prieſts, and that upon four 
occaſions; to demand Revenge; to be healed of Diſeaſes ; 
to: know the event of their Warrsz and to invocate them 


co drive away their great Deyil, for they never Pray to him: 
C His 
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His Invocation is by ſinging ſome Words, and butning fome 
her bs, the ſcent of which is ſo pleaſant, that ir makes this 
Devil appear: And as their ſeveral Prieſts invocate their 
ſeveral Gods at cne time, theſe Gods or rather Devils, rail, 
quarrel, ard ſeem to fight with each other. Theſe Devils 
ſufter themſelves ſometimes to ſee bones of dead men taken 
out of the Graves, and wrapt in Cotton, and thereby give Os 
racles, ſaying *tis the Soul of the deccaied Perſon; they make 
ule of themro bewitch their Enemies, the Sorcerer wrapping 
up thele bones, with ſomething that belongs to the Enemy. 
Theſe Devils do fonietimes too enter into the bodies of Wo- 
men, and ipeak by them, clearly anſwering all Queſtions de: 
manced: Afrer the Boy or Prieſt is retired, the Devil ſtirs 
the Veſſels, and makes a Noiſe with his Jaws, as if he were 
eating and drinking the preſents prepared for him ;z but the 
next day they find he has not meddled with any thing : 
Theſe poor. Wretches complain, that ſometimes the Devil 
beats them ,. and ſhew on their bodies the viſible marks of 
the blows they have received ; ſometimes they make horri- 
ble Complaints of his Crueky. 

You mult not expet any great Morak from them that have 
fo ill a Guide as the Devil. Rapine, Injuftice, and Trcache- 
ry, are the Ingredients that compoſe them : T he Nobler 1ort 
of Women are very beautiful , OY the Princeſs of 
Terhcnahere Sifterto the King of inrr, whoſe Slave it was 
my fortune to be, not only by: the will of that King, who 
preſented me to her, but alſo by Love, which had added a 
p_ deal to my Captivxy. | know not how it came to paſs, 

this lovely Princeſs, after 1 had ferved her fome time, 
begun to ſhew me a more favourable-afpeRt than uſually, and 
would often make me tel] the Advemtores of my Life, and 
the unlacky Accideort of my Fathers Royal Voyage, which 
he ſeem'd, as | did my ſelf, both to pity and rejoyce at; the 
more ſhe admitted me to her Converſe, the more 1 was ena- 
mour*d of her Perfeftions, and forgetting the condition For- 
tune had now reduc*d me to, thought 1 might have the Pri- 
viledge to diſcover my Paſkon to her 3 which being over-heard 
by one of my Fellow Slaves, was immediately carry'd to the

to have her find her ſelf ſo: I had not long enjoy'd my ſelf 
thus, but ſome bUfdy feil a rapping at the door, as if they 
would have beat it down, which made her ſtart out from her 
loving poſture, and ſoon wake ; | jump'd up, and caught hold 
af my ſword, fearing ſome more of the Gang was coming in 
upon me; but by good luck, we had fo falten'd the door, 
that no body could get in to us. I therefore demanded who 
was there, when one anſwered, that he was a poor I raveller 
that had loſt his way in the Forreſt, and had wandered abour 
it all the Night ill then, and deſir'd that he might only come 
in to reſt his wearyed Limbs. The Princeſs hearing his Voice 
knew him to be one of her Servants that were lately reſtor*d 
her, and therefore defired me to let him in, which in obedi«

from him. Looking upon him, I found it was young Teyas, Prince 
of Tabuco, that had fermerly made Luve to me ;, but being denyed, 
and forbid our Kixodom, now hearins I had retreated to that lone 
abode, ſo near the ſronticrs, [:cnre of a ſafe rutreat, watched there= 
about for this opportunity, which I ſuſpett was given him by one of 
my Maids, that put me md of taking that Walk, He had no 
ſooner ſeized me, but he forced me away from my Caſtle towards 
the Forreſt, and putting a Dagger to my Boſom, ſwore by al the 
Goas, that he would beforc we parted, Murder me, or Enjoy me,

After this, wc paſled that Night in all the Joyes of Love;

in danger of being Jiſcovered to Death, or perpetual Slave- 
ry. In the mean time the Prince, by ſome he could confide 
in, had ordered a Vciel to be got ready ; but all thete Af- 
fairs could not be carried on with that ſecrecy, but ſome of 
the Slaves had knowledge of it, which was confirmed, when 
the next day but one, Two of them were miſſing.

We pot out of fight by Noon, fo fare a Wind we had ; 
and then I began to think again of Love, and would nor 
loſe any hours I could ſpend in the injoyment of my dea- 
reſt Princeſs ; little thinking how little a rime I was to be 
ſo happy : For reſolving ro fail all Night for the greater 
ſpeed ; the Pilot, or by chance, or delizn, ſeer'd back dt 
rely to the place from whence we came; fo that when we 
waked inthe Morning, ive were furprized to behold the Land 
and Place from whence we came.

The Dutch Merchant was now quite tired with the Nar-

As to the particnlar deſcription of his Body, the Pictures 
that are Publiſhed of him; give a largc »<count of that: But 
to compleat the Hultory of his Life, I vill aud ſomething of 
that nature. This Prince is about the Age of Thirty, Grace- 
ful and well proportioned in all his Limbs, extreamly Modeſt 
and Civil; and, as this account ſhews, of a very good Senſe. 
He is all over curiouſly Painted both before and behind, a par- 
ticular demonſtration of his Quality. Thoſe Nations who 
uſe that Art, never permitting the inferior ſort to ſee any 
regulas forms in their Bodies,
